It boasts great 
scientific advances in the field of medi- 
cine. But despite these facts, everybody 
is sick. 


Dr. Joe Nichols, in his Concept of 
Totality, says: “Last year we had more 
cancer than ever before. We had more 
heart disease. It is the leading cause of 
death, killing young people before the 
age of forty. We had more high blood 
pressure, more stomach ulcers, more 
rheumatism, more diabetes, and more 
mental disease.

And poor land grows poor food. That 
makes poor people, who are sick. Poor 
land grows food that is poor in vita 
mins, poor in minerals, poor in enzymes 
and produces proteins of poor quality. 
All this means sick people. 


“The most common disease in Amer- 
ica today is hypoproteinosis, that is, not 
enough protein, or protein of poor qual- 
ity. This is of tremendous significance. 
The vitamins, the enzymes, and the an- 
tibodies that give us resistance to dis- 
ease are all protein substances.” 


GROWING FOOD AT OAK LANE 


Dr. Owen’s hospital has its own wa- 
ter system. A well drilled on the north 
edge of the property, struck an artesian 
vein at 270 feet which rose to 60 feet 
through solid rock. Pipe was put down 
125 feet to case off all surface water. 


The flow comes from the same level 
as in the town of Mineral Wells, three 
miles away, where the Crazy mineral 
water is found. By this means the hos- 
pital is supplied with water of purest 
content for cooking and drinking pur- 
poses. 


A small artificial lake, 18 feet deep, 
was dug on the western end of the acre- 
age, crossed by a rock dam, to accom:

I CAN TELL YOU quite a story about 
radio comment and commenters, I 
don’t know who put that extra ‘ta’ in 
commentate. One who comments is a 
commenter. 


I once offered a prize of a war bond 
over the networks to any one who could 
explain why radio commenters are 
called commen-ta-tors. No one claimed 
the reward. 


In 1922 I returned to the United 
States after seven years spent in China 
and Japan. I found Americans playing 
with new gadgets called “crystal sets” 
or radios. I was elected a member of the 
Explorers Club in New York because 
of the investigation I had made of an 
earthquake in northwest China, between 
Tibet and Mongolia. 


The natives out there said: “The 
mountains walked,” because great land 
slides came down out of the hills and 
covered the valleys and cities, daming 
streams and sometimes picking up 
whole lengths of the 2,000 year old 
Northwest Highway — shade trees and 
all — and moving them to positions 
miles away. 


My eyewitness report and _ photo- 
graphs made with a little Brownie Ko- 
dak appeared in the National Geogra- 
phic Magazine for May 1922, and was 
republished in just about every lan- 
guage that has papers. 


“AIR” TALK BEGAN 
WITH EXPLORERS 


In those days the Explorers Club of 
New York consisted of real explorers. I 
was elected its youngest member. The

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great Polar explorer Nansen was Presi- 
dent. Peary, discoverer of the North 
Pole had been president before him. 
Some of the younger members then 
were !)ick Byrd, wh> later went to the 
South Pole, Roy Chapman Andrews, 
who discovered the dinosaur’s eggs, and 
Kermit Roosevelt who later brought 
the first pandas to America. 


Among older members were Doc 
Cherry, who explored the upper Ama- 
zon and the River of Doubt with Teddy 
Roosevelt, and Isaiah Bowman, the 
noted geographer who turned college 
president — of Johns Hopkins — and, 
I’m afraid, pretty much of a New Deal- 
er. All we explorers lectured before any 
group that could pay a fee — from 
geographical societies to women’s clubs 
— in order to keep alive and prepare 
new expeditions. 


Back in the Twenties, the crystal set 
days, radio makers thought no one 
would listen to just ordinary voices 
over their gadgets, so they were on the 
lookout for trick voices. 


In that year 1922 a man from one of 
those new radio stations came to the 
Explorers Club looking for speakers. 
His equipment was on top of the old 
Waldorf-Astoria, that stood where the 
Empire State Building now stands — 
the or?ginal WJZ, mother station of the 
NBC networks. He couldn’t pay any- 
thing because radio did not yet have 
what we now call program sponsors. 


WHAT WERE PAID 
TALKERS TO DO? 


There was quite a ruction among 
lecturers and their managers. Some said: 
“We must refuse to talk over radio. 
If people hear us over the air free they 
will no longer pay to hear us in lecture 
halls. We will be cutting our own 
throats.” Among those who refused to 
boycott the new gadget was Lowell 
Thomas, who was then lecturing about 
Lawrence of Arabia and later covered 
the first round-world flight by our men 
in uniform. 


Lowell’s hunch paid off well indeed! 





He has made more money out of what 
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is called “radio commentating” than 
any one else. Some years back he told 
me he was starting on his second mil- 
lion. His interest in new gadgets con- 
; tinues. I believe Lowell is in on the 
new Third Dimensional movies. 


But my first paid radio work was 
done on old WJZ. A travel bureau put 
up $75, and I talked about travels in 
Asia, fo'lowed by Louise Homer sing- 
ing “Home Sweet Home.” Such was an 
early program manager’s idea of a bal- 
anced program. Probably it was better 
balanced than much _ programming 
since! Perhaps a little more “Home 
Sweet Home” and less “Save-the-World” 
ballyhoo would be good for radio today. 


The first news man to get real money 
for what we now call newscasting, or 
commentating, or analyzing, was Floyd 
Gibbons. Floyd was a famous news 
hound, and he could talk faster than 
anyone else I’ve ever heard except Gif- 
ford Pinchot. That was supposed to 
make people listen! 


Floyd would rush about the world, a 
black patch over one eye he’d lost cov- 
ering the War against the Kaiser, and 
grabbing off news beats and interviews 
no other newsmen could get. Sometimes 


(when he had had quite a lot of his 





favorite refreshment) he would talk 
even faster than his allowed 220 words 
a minute— until it got to be too fast for 
the human ear to follow. 


One Sunday when Floyd was bored, 
he staged an eyewitness report of an- 
other Great Chicago Fire. It was great 
listening and got people stirred up 
something like at Orson Welles’ “In- 
vasion from Mars” 15 years later. But 
it turned out that Floyd wasn’t at the 
fire, save in his vivid imagination, and 
although he showed later on-the-spot 
broadcasters “how to do it” relations 
became a bit strained with his adver- 
tising agency. 

Floyd never could see why radio ob- 
jected if he disappeared for a day or 
several days to rest or hunt a new story 
just as he had always done as a news- 
paper man. So the agency quietly 
trained Lowell Thomas in what it con- 
sidered to be ideal voice tempo. 


They made Lowell a stand-in and 
later he had the contract. That’s how 
Lowell got his big break. With the aid 
of clever and loyal writers and by 
treading on no toes he has kept it ever 
since. Everybody likes Lowell, because 
he never crusaded or became what was 
later called “controversial.” 
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Food For Thought 


[IN 1923, a very important meeting was 
held in the Edgewater Beach Hotel in 
Chicago. Attending this meeting were 
ten of the world’s most successful fi- 
nanciers. Those present were: 





The president of the largest inde- 
pendent steel company; 

The president of the National City 
Bank; 

The president of the largest utility 
company ; 

The president of the largest gas com- 
pany; 

The greatest wheat speculator; 


The president of the New York Stock 
Exchange; 


A member of the President’s Cabinet; 
The greatest “bear” in Wall Street; 


The president of the Bank of Inter- 
national Settlements. 


Certainly we must admit that here 
was gathered a group of the world’s 
most successful men. At least, men who 
had found the secret of making money. 
Twenty-eight years later, let’s see where 
these men are: 





The president of the largest inde- 
pendent steel conipany — Charles 
Schwab — died a bankrupt and lived 
on borrowed money for five years be- 
fore death. 


The head of the National City Bank 


— Nicholas Parnissai — died insane. 


The president of the greatest utility 
company — Samuel Insull — died a 
fugitive from justice, and penniless in 
a foreign land. 

The president of the largest gas com- 
pany — Howard Hopson — is now in- 
sane. 


The greatest wheat speculator — Ar- 
thur Cutten — died abroad, insolvent. 


The president of the New York Stock 
Exchange — Richard Whitney — was 
recently released from Sing Sing Peni- 
tentary. 


The member of the President’s Cabin- 
et — Albert Fall — was pardoned from 
prison so he could die at home. 

The greatest “bear” of Wall Street — 
Jesse Livermore — died a suicide. 

The president of the Bank of Inter- 
national Settlements — Leon Fraser — 
died a suicide. 

All of these men learned well the art 
of making money, but not one of them 
learned how to live. Surely, in these 
perilous times, it is food for thought.

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FLOYD GIBBONS’ 
VISION AND WARNING 


But before we leave Floyd Gibbons, 
let me ask how many of you remember 
his last big piece of writing, called “The 
Red Napoleon,” published by Editor 
Fulton Oursler in Macfadden’s Liberty 
Magazine? It was a prediction in fic. 
tion form of what has come to pass — 
that the Red Empire would spread from 
Russia across China. Floyd foresaw the 
Western and White World saved from 
destruction only by the narrowest 
squeak! 


You know the intellectuals? They're 
nice people with college degrees who 
are always wrong. They thought that 
Floyd was just too sensational to be 
endured. “Why,” they said, “China’s 
our friend, and she can’t fight anyway.” 


Now we know that Floyd Gibbons 
was not sensational enough! He was not 
sensational enough to include Alger 
Hiss and atomic spies, and an American 
President followed by a Secretary of 
State and Chief of Staff giving our ally 
China into the power of the Red Dic. 
tator, and a Secretary of Treasury and 
his Assistant ordering United States 
secrets and supplies and plates for 
printing currency flown in army planes 
in war-time to the Red Dictator. 


The intellectuals said Floyd Gibbons 
let his imagination run away with him, 
but he just didn’t have enough imagina- 
tion to see several thousand of our col- 
lege professors, preachers, and radio 
commentators who were to follow him 
and the pundits of the publishing world 
— all calling themselves “intellectual 
liberals,” defending this help to the 
Red Dictator — this undercutting of the 
civilized western World and opposing 
with smears and lies put in their mouths 
by Communist phrasemongers, every 
effort to uncover and root out treachery, 
which is probably worse today than it 
was at the time of Yalta. 


No, Floyd Gibbons wasn’t lurid 
enough, we now know! His “Yellow 
Journalism” was pale compared to the 
reality you and I have lived to see. 


Floyd lived in the not-so-long-ago 
when American lives were sacred in 
China and Uncle Sam would strike 
quickly when anyone injured his chil- 
dren. Floyd lived when three thousand 
Protestant and thousands of Roman 
Catholic missionaries in China were 
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protected by treaties recognizing their 
right to teach — and the treaties were 
backed by gunboats. But today there are 
nine Protestant missionaries left in 
China and seven of those are in prison, 
and Catholics have been decimated, and 
all foreign owned property has been 
confiscated. 


Floyd Gibbons covered wars when 
enemies returned prisoners by the 
thousands as routine, because in those 
days we fought to win. Today we are 
grateful and make a great hullabaloo 
over 130 broken boys returned, bring- 
ing the news which we knew all along: 
that ten thousand or more have been 
murdered or killed by slow torture. 


Floyd would wonder how Americans 
have become such cowards that we have 
to pretend to ourselves. But of course 
Floyd Gibbons lived and talked in the 
days before the United States had won 
so many world wars, and become so 
great! Floyd lived in the days before 
his Country became a giant zombie with 
its brains poisoned and hypnotized by 
phony intellectuals, assigned to do the 
work and pay the bills and take the 
insults of every forward and backward 
race on the earth. So much for Floyd 
Gibbons, 


BOAKE CARTER, 
RADIO’S FIRST MARTYR 


Boake Carter was the other pioneer 
of commentary with an unusual voice. 
He was distinguished by his growly 
British accent. Boake was born in Baku, 
Russia, after which he was named, of 
a British consul father and an Irish 
rebel mother. 


He was taken by her to school in 
Switzerland whence he entered the 
primitive British Air Force in World 
War One. When the war was over Boake 
was as much a rebel against his stuffed 
shirt father and the British Empire as 
had been his Irish mother, and he came 
to the United States looking for work. 
He landed on the Philadelphia Record 


as a cub reporter. 


The Philadelphia Battery Company 
— just going into radio, now the fa- 
mous Philco, put crystal sets in stations 
along the Baltimore & Ohio line, and 
sent out flashes for station masters to 
correct their watches by. They wanted 
someone to voice a spot of news with 
each time flash, and the Record, half 
a a joke, sent growly, courageous 


Boake. 


Boake Carter grew as Philco grew, 
each building up the other. For years, 
ake was as regular fare in American 
homes as the dinner he came with. In 
the days before written scripts and 
tadio news editors — a polite word for 





censors — Boake speaking from a few 
scribbled notes or out of inspiration or 
indignation of the moment, used fact, 
ridicule, and opinion to crusade for and 
against. His influence was always 
thrown to the support of true Ameri- 
canism. 


Almost single-handed he got the U.S. 
Air Force free from FDR’s petulant 
order to carry the mails. Soon he was 
fighting the New Deal tooth and nail, 
and its bosses and pets were fighting 
him in the ways in which they were ex- 


pert. 


BOAKE’S RENDEZVOUS 
WITH DEATH 


To back Boake against White House 
and Revenue Department opposition, 
became too big a burden for Philco. 
Boake thought going over to General 
Foods would give him freedom. I re- 
member my doubts about the high hopes 
he expressed to me. General Foods 
meant Mrs. Post-Davies, and her hus- 
band, the Ambassador to Moscow, and 
her hopes of the post in Paris. 


Before long, despite his great follow- 
ing, Boake was fighting the battle for 
clutch-holds on his own profession 
which all of us who dared be “contro- 
versial” had to learn. 


Boake Carter had domestic and per- 
sonal and financial troubles; he became 
eccentric and a faddist. But he fought 
socialism and totalitarianism with all 
his strength. 


His last crusade was agains} what he 
considered the most shamefully un- 
American thing ever proposed in this 
Country: the election of a man to the 
office of President for the fourth time 
— a dying, Hiss-controlled man selling 
the freedom of hundreds of millions of 


souls in a vain effort to please Stalin! 


The day after the fourth term elec- 
tion he was taken with severe pain while 
in the broadcasting studio in Holly- 
wood, went to a recommended clinic, 
received an injection, and in two min- 
utes was dead. The doctor, a fellow- 
member of mine in the Authors Club of 
Hollywood, but who never doctored me, 
was soon sent to Bikini as an observer 
of our atom explosion — recommended, 
I believe, by Mrs. Eleanor- Roosevelt. 


The coroner who authorized his cre- 
mation without autopsy bore the name 
Marx. He was later involved in the ex- 
pose of the Communist Party for plans 
to overthrow the government by vio- 
lence.

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UNDER THE FIG: TREE 


Sermon of the Month 


DR. J. H. JOWETT 








“When thou wast under the fig tree 
I saw thee.” John 1:48. 








HEN THOU wast under the fig tree 


I saw thee.” But was there any spe- 
cial significance in this? There must 
have been something of very deep signi- 
ficance, for it inspired Nathanael to an 
outburst of joyful faith, “Thou art the 
Son of God.” 


Perhaps there was something in the 
tone in which the words were spoken; 
for revelations are not always contain- 
ed in the literal words; they are often 
found in the way in which they are 
spoken. 


There was surely something in the 
tone of the Master which callea forth 
the exuberant response of Nathanael’s 
heart. But there was more thar this. 
“Under the fig t:ce,” was a phrase 
which recalled a deep and personal ex- 
perience. 


Nathanael had been in the habit of 
retiring in the shade of the fig tree, 
away from the crowd, and away from 
his labor, depressed by feelings of sad- 
dened loneliness and alienation. His 
was a chaste and sensitive soul, and 
there was much in his day to fill his del- 
icate spirit with despondency and pain. 
So he was often found apart under the 
fig tree. 


The neighbors thought him moody; 
in reality he was thoughtful. He was 
described as dreamy; in reality he was 
prayerful. Sometimes he was esteemed 
a little proud; in reality he bore the 
burden of oppressive sadness. He used 
to retire into the quiet garden, lock the 
gate, and under the fig tree, with no one 
near, pour out his soul before Cd. 


Can we exercise a prudent imagina- 
tion, and attempt to realize Natk snael’s 
state? I think he wu. probably burden- 
ed in worship. He felt his spirit fettered 
by the multitudinous rules and regula- 
tions which had gathered round about 
the acts and offices of worship. He 
sought to be punctilious in their observ- 





ance, but he labored under the heavy 
load. 


A certain amount of harness is help- 
fulto abeast; it directs and concentrates 
his strength at the neeedful points, 
and makes the yoke tolerable and easy. 
But it is possible so to multiply the har- 
ness that it adds to the burden rather 
than reduces it. And rules and regula- 
tions can be helpful to the movements 
of the spirit, but if they are multiplied 
they increase in strain. 


In Nathanael’s day the rules and re- 
gulations had increased in Jewish wor- 
ship until every natural movement was 
harassed and irritated, and life became 
a galling bondage. Nathanael hungered 
for free intimacy, for the emancipation 
of a friendly walk with God. 


And then I think he was weary in 
service. The attempts to do good seemed 
so fruitless in their issues. The streets 
of town and village rang with the hy- 
pocrisy and vice, and his own little ef- 
forts appeared to have no more purify- 
ing influence than the dropping of white 
snowflakes into an open sewer. 


And then, too, I think he was faint in 
waiting. The promised deliverer was 
long in coming. He looked out with ach- 
ing, weary eyes, but the emancipator 
did not appear. And his spirit grew 
faint and desponding. 


There is nothing so exhausting as 
mere waiting. Work does not tire a man 
so much as the looking for work. The 
hour of labor speeds like a weaver’s 
shuttle; the hour of waiting drags like a 


cumbersome load. 
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How long the minutes seem when we 
are waiting for the doctor! The loved 
one is passing into deeper need, and we 
listen for the hand upon the latch. Ev- 
ery moment seems an age. And there 
were many in the time of Nathanael 
who were “waiting for the doctor;” the 
general life was sick and diseased, and 
the great Physician had not yet come! 
And Nathanael was one of the waiters, 
and in the long waiting he had grown 
faint. 


Is it any wonder, then, that this man, 
burdened in worship, weary in service, 
and faint in waiting, should often be 
found apart in the retirement of some 
secluded garden, under a fig tree, with 
downcast and despondent spirit, look 
ine wistfully toward heaven and God? 
“When thou wast under the fig tree I 
saw thee.” 


“T saw thee.” And how much the see- 
ing means! The phrase has infinitely 


more significance than that of bare re- , 


cognition. It is not only that Nathanael 
was noticed; it means that he was under- 
stood. 


Our Lord’s sight is insight. The ma- 
jority of us see, but only a few perceive. 
“See ye, indeed, but perceive not.” We 
see a sign, but we cannot give it an in- 
terpretation. We see a wrinkle. a grav 
hair, a tear. a smile, a look of care, a 
bent back, but we do not perceive their 
spiritual sienificance. Our Master not 
only sees; He “insees.” 


When He looked at Nathanael He un- 
derstood him. He interpreted his 
thoughts and fears. He saw him through 
and through. “He knew what was in 
man.” But the Master’s seeing implies 
more than this. It is not only that sight 
was insight; His perceptions were com- 
passions. He was “touched” with the 
feelings of men’s infirmities. He did not 
bring to bear upon men the mere dry 
light of understanding; the light was 
warm and genial, and sunny with the 
grace of sympathy. The apostolic word 
is very beautiful. He was “touched.” 


But the sight means even more than 
this. The understanding and the sympa 
thy were joined to the ministry of co- 
operation. The Master not only feels, 
He works; He not only sympathizes, He 
serves. When He saw Nathanael under 
the fig tree, His understanding, His 
sympathy, His power, all combined in 
a ministry of benevolent and beneficent 
love. 


Here, then, is the evangel. Our Lord 
sees us when we are under the gloom of 
the fig tree, when in sadness and wearl- 
ness we are turning tired eyes at the ex- 
pectancy of help. “Before that Philip 
called thee,” before he came out into 
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the open, when he was half hidden,

day or generation. Every Bible student 
knows that the correct reading of Ro- 
mans 10:9 is, “If thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth Jesus as Lord, and shalt 
believe in thy heart that God raised 
Him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved.” All this has been obscured be- 
cause we have created an artificial dis. 
tinction between taking Christ as Sav- 
iour and obeying Him as Lord. 


Nero is dead, but there is still a cult 
of Caesar. In this day of cheap disciple- 
ship with churches filled by baptized 
pagans, we need to be startled into tak- 
ing seriously what we are content to 

















HE WORD OF GOD does not teach 

that Jesus can be received on the in- 
stallment plan, with fingers crossed and 
inner reservations. To be sure, as one 
grows in grace, he enters new areas of 
consecration, but one cannot at the out- 
set willingly take Christ as Saviour and 
willfully deny Him as Lord at the same 
time. 


We are saved by simple faith in Jesus, 
but it is a faith that takes Him for all 
one knows Him to be at the time. “Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ” is the 
divine instruction, and it presents Him 
in His entirety as Lord and Saviour and 
Messiah; He is not partitioned into 
“Saviour now ... Lord later.” 


Here is the key to the sad state of 
many a Christian and many a church 
today. There has been a cheap, easy 
profession of Christ as Saviour, but no 
real confession of Christ as Lord. 


Men go on loving the things they al- 
ways loved; they do not abhor that 
which is evil; they live their own lives; 
Jesus has no say in the matter. So we 
have thousands of “believers” who 
have never become “disciples.” No won- 
der they never become “witnesses.” 





Strictly speaking, the Great Commis- 
sion sends us forth not merely to make 
believers, but disciples, and to be dis- 
ciples there must be submission to 


Christ the Lord. 


The Lordship of Christ was the initial 
confession of the Church. The early 
Christians had to mean business when 
they said, “Jesus is Lord.” Both the cult 
of Caesar and the cult of Christ used 
the term. It was “Lord Nero” or “Lord 
Jesus,” the battle cries of the spirit of 
error and the spirit of truth. 

Polycarp paid with his life, because 
he refused to call Caesar “Lord” but 
said instead “Lord Jesus.” A. T. Robert- 
son says no Jew would confess Jesus as 
Lord who had not really trusted Christ, 
for Kurios (Lord) in the Septuagint is 
used of God Himself. And no Gentile 
would do it who had not ceased wor- 
shiping the emperor as Kurios. It was 
Caesar or Christ, but never Caesar and 
Christ. No early Christian ever thought 
of taking Christ as Saviour with the 
option of taking Him as Lord later. 


TOO MANY BAPTIZED PAGANS 
The Lordship of Christ is the authen- 


tic confession of the Christian in any 
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sing about, the absolute Lordship of 
Jesus Christ. 





It is still a choice between the Caesar 
of this age and the Christ of eternity. 
Plenty of church members are trying to 
lead a double life like those who 
“feared the Lord and served their own 
gods,” but a man can have only one 
Lord at a time. It is easy to draw nigh 
to Him with our mouths and _ honor 
Him with our lips, while our hearts are 
far from Him. 


He said, “Not every one that saith un- 
to me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth 
the will of my Father which is in hea- 
ven.” Again He asked, ““Why call ye me 
Lord, Lord, and do not the things that 
I say?” 


Only the Holy Spirit can make real 
the Lordship of Jesus Christ (I Corinth- 
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ians 12:3). True confession of Jesus as 
Lord is the authentic mark of the Chris- 
tian, for it is the work of the Holy Spir- 
it. The natural man will never do it, for 
the flesh resents the will of God and the 
old Adam hates the rule of Christ. 


THE RIGHT ATTITUDE 
TOWARD CHRIST 


We have tried to develop a new brand 
of gospel to suit people who are willing 
to profess Christ as Saviour but unwill- 
ing to confess Him as Lord. What 
strange variety of Christian is that? The 
New Testament knows no such false dis- 
tinctions. Men received the Lord Jesus 
Christ for all that He was at once. They 
may not have understood it all, and they 
may not have obeyed Him perfectly, but 
they realized that they had a new Mas- 
ter. 


The unbelieving Jews called Jesus 
“anathema” and Paul as a persecutor 
of the Church may have tried to make 
Christians say “anathema Jesus” (Acts 
26:11). But when he met Jesus on the 
Damascus road, he came immediately 
to the Lordship of Christ: “Who art 
Thou, Lord;” “Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do?” There was instant sub- 
mission. 


Note that “Lord” comes last in the 
first question and first in the second 
question. After we meet Jesus the Lord, 
He should always come first. There are 
too many religious Sauls who need to 
become regenerated Pauls. When they 


do, it will turn on the supreme issue, 
Jesus is Lord.” 


John Wesley tells in his Journal how, 
a few mornings after Aldersgate, he 
awoke with “Jesus Master” in his heart 
and in his mouth. He had experienced 
a genuine work of the Holy Spirit, and 
Jesus was Lord not only on his lips, but 
in his life. From conversion on, Paul 
was a bondslave of Jesus Christ; but 


" it was not fetters, it was freedom. Where 


the Spirit of the Lord is there is liberty. 
Through the door of submission to Je- 
sus, we enter the pasture of glorious 
freedom. If the Son makes us free, we 
are free indeed. 


REVIVAL DEFINED 


We hear much about revival these 
days, but the heart of revival is the 
Lordship of Christ. A mere emotional 
upheaval, a spurt of religious excite- 
ment is not revival. When Christians be- 
come convicted of rebellion against the 
rule of Christ in their lives, confess 
their sins, renounce self, take up the 
cross and let Jesus have the first word 
and the last in everything, that is revival 
y whatever name you call it. 


A lot of so-called revivals in our 
churches stop far short of that. More 
people make profession of faith, some 
walk aisles in a vague dedication, some 
join a church; but a clean break with 
the world, the flesh and the devil and 
utter submission to Jesus as Lord—call 
for that, and the pickings will be slim. 


Here is the touchstone of our faith 
and the test of it: Is Jesus Christ the 
Lord of your life? Is He having His 
way, or are you having your way, even 
on one point? We have majored on the 
promises and minored on the command- 
ments, but Jesus was stern in the de- 
mands of discipleship. 


The whole New Testament offers us a 
cross now and a crown later. We would 
have the crown now and the cross never. 
We are excursionists on a picnic, not 
soldiers of the cross and followers of 
the Lamb. Letting the dead bury the 
dead, counting the cost, enduring hard- 
ness, bearing His reproach—what do 
we know about these? 





FUTURE UNIVERSAL ACCLAIM 


Not only is the Lordship of Christ the 
initial confession of the Church and the 
authentic confession of the Christian, it 
is the ultimate confession of creation. 
“That at the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, of things in heaven, and 
things in earth, and things under the 
earth; and that every tongue should con- 
fess that Jesus is Lord, to the glory of 
God the Father” (Philippians 2:10,11). 


Every tongue will one day make it 
unanimous that Jesus is Lord. It will be 
too late for the salvation of most of 
them, but our Lord will receive univer- 
sal homage. Every preacher of the Lord- 
ship of Christ knows that one day every- 
body will agree with him. He can afford 
to wait for that vindication, but no un- 
believer can afford to wait. 


The issue is really not, Will you con- 
fess Jesus as Lord? but, When—now 
while you may be saved, or at that day 
when it will be too late? 
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An address recently delivered before 





the San Francisco Conference to Abol- 





ish the United Nations. 








OTORIOUS internationalists of ev- 

ery shade from pink to deepest red, 
were present in San Francisco to hail 
the United Nations as the heir-apparent 
of the dying League of Nations; and 
when the League gave its last gasp in 
April of the following year, those pres- 
ent at the bedside in Geneva, Switzer- 
land cried in effect: “The king is dead, 
long live the king!” 


A United Press dispatch of April 8, 
1946 stated: “The League of Nations 
opened its final meeting today with a 
valedictory by President C. J. Hambro 
in which he bequeathed all its enduring 
assets to the United Nations.” 





When the United Nations adopted for 
its world wide flag a design closely fol- 
lowing that of the Soviet Arms Banner, 
Time magazine of October 20, 1947 
commented: “For the present nobody 
would be required to pledge allegiance 
to this flag. But well-wishers took note 
of the small but significant advance: 
the League of Nations had never had a 
flag.” 


The crooked road of internationalism 
from the Treaty of Versailles to the San 
Francisco Conference is paved with lies, 
deceptions and broken pledges. Mile- 
stones of betrayal mark — 


The United Nations Food Conference 
at Hot Springs, Virginia, held behind 
locked and guarded doors from which 
members of Congress were barred be- 
cause the Truman State Department felt 
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“their presence in executive sessions 
might embarrass foreign delegates.” 
Representative Fred Bradley of Michi- 
gan stated at that time: “The so-called 
food eonference at Hot Springs is one 
of the most diabolical things ever per- 
petrated upon the American people. 
There is no question in my mind that 
this is part of the grandiose scheme of 
the planners to plan their superstate to 
control the economy of the world and 
the lives of the people.”— 


The Dumbarton Oaks meeting of dip- 
lomats, where the same policy of secre- 
cy was followed and in which the date 
was set and the plans laid for the San 
Francisco Conference.— 


The Bretton Woods agreements, 
which laid the foundation for a World 
Bank and paved the way for bigger and 
better looting of the United States 
Treasury.— 


The secret deals of the “Big Three”— 
Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin, with 
Alger Hiss at Roosevelt’s elbow at Yal- 
ta to make sure that Stalin got every- 
thing he wanted from strategic island 
bases in the Pacific to the betrayal of 
Treasury.— 


These are a few of the steps that led 
up to the San Francisco meeting of the 
U.N. in 1945 — an assemblage com- 
pletely dominated by Communists and 
Communist sympathizers. 


And always, unerringly, this crooked 
trail to world government followed the 
sly, serpentine windings of the symbolic 
Snake of Zionism, which is referred to 
in the Third Section of the Protocols of 
the Learned Elders of Zion in these 
words: “Our goal is now only a few 
steps off. There remains a small space 
to cross and the whole long path we 
have trodden is ready now to close its 
cycle of the Symbolic Snake, by which 
we symbolize our people. When this 
ring closes, all the States of Europe will 
be locked in its coil as in a powerful 
vise.” 


Since those words were written, our 
own nation, as well as the States of Eu- 
rope, has been drawn into the vise-like 
coil of this symbolic Snake through the 
agency of the United Nations. It needs 
but a few more twists of the coil — the 
revision of the United Nations Charter 
into a world government, and the trans- 
fer of its headquarters to Palestine — 
to return the head of the Snake to Zion 
and to enforce the type of international 
“unity” envisioned by Premier David 
Ben-Gurion of Israel, whom Time mag- 
azine of August 16, 1948 likened to a 
prophet standing on Mount Carmel. 
“Our policy,” said Ben-Gurion “must 
be the unity of the human race. The 
world is divided into two blocs. We con- 





sider that the United Nations ideal is a 
Jewish ideal.” 


Can we doubt the truth of this prem- 
ise, laid down on the high authority 
of the premier of the most spoiled and 
petted, although the newest, nation in 
the world? — a nation that could enlist 
the Vice President of the United States 
(Barkley) as its bonds salesman, claim 
privileges of dual citizenship denied to 
all other nations, and bring the United 
Nations Assembly to heel in its contro- 
versy with the displaced Arabs? 


We should not overlook the statement 
of the London Jewish Chronicle of 
April 4, 1919, that “The ideals of Bol- 


shevism are at many points consonant. 


with the finest ideals of Judaism” or 
fail to note how this ties in with the 
warning of George Tinkham of Massa- 
chusetts in the House of Representatives 
on August 5, 1941: “Russian Commu- 
nism is an international snake, treacher- 
ous even to itself, knowing only venom- 
ous and deadly enmity to any other kind 
of social organism. Nevertheless, the 
New Deal nested it. The White House 


made a fashion of petting it.” 


To achieve this unifying, composite 
ideal of Bolshevism, Zionism and the 
United Nations, packaged in the coil of 
the symbolic Snake, it was, of course, 
necessary to tear down conflicting ideals 
that soared as far above such creeping 
things as did the trail blazing flight that 
made Charles A. Lindbergh the popular 
hero of the late 1920's. 


On the wings of the Lone Eagle flew 
the hopes of America for a bright new 
age of scientific achievement and the 
prayers of his countrymen for the gal- 
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lant boy making the first non-stop At- 
lantic flight. Newspaper headlines of 
May 22, 1927 blazoned: “Lindbergh 
Reaches Paris In 3314 Hours: Riotous 
Welcome Given Weary Airman ... 
Crowd Goes Wild as ‘Flying Fool’ 
Swoops to Field ...” 


The great American eagle had never 
spread its wings abroad in friendlier 
greeting or found a worthier represen- 
tative than in that hour of spontaneous 
acclaim that launched Charles Lind- 
bergh as our ace ambassador of good 
will. It would have seemed impossible 
then that he could ever be made the ob- 
ject of the savage abuse that has become 
the standard treatment for anyone 
whose concern for the defense of his 
country against the promoters of war, 
chaos and Communist slavery drives 
him to utter the forbidden word; to 
cross the line into forbidden territory 
from which there is no return to any 
sort of favorable publicity or the enjoy- 
ment of the simplest forms of public 
courtesy. 


Charles Lindbergh crossed that line 
in addressing a rally of the America 
First Committee at Des Moines, Iowa on 
September 11, 1941. He stated that: 
“The three most important groups who 
have been pressing this nation toward 
war are the British, the Jewish (the for- 
bidden word) and the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration.” It was in naming the sec- 
ond group that he took the fatal step. 


Immediately the wolf pack was after 
him in the press and on the radio in 
great bursts of sound and fury; and on 
the telegraph wires, as the leaders of 
the America First Committee were del- 
uged with protests from leading Jew- 
ish figures. In a single statement, quot- 
ed by the San Francisco Examiner, a lo- 
cally-prominent rabbi characterized 
Lindbergh’s act as “emphatically un 
American; distinctly Nazi technique; 
vicious and dishonorable; an intemper- 
ate fulmination; a diabolical speech; 
religious bigotry and racial intoler- 
ance.” 


Under the editorial heading “Lind- 
bergh — The Most Dangerous Man in 
America” Liberty magazine of October 
18, 1941, screamed that he had poured 
oil on the religious and racial hatreds 
that lie like rubbish underfoot in the 
jungle of human nature and hurled a 
lighted torch down into its midst; and 
that Lindbergh, whether sincere or not, 
“is the forerunner of Hitler, ambassa- 
dor of the Antichrist, Fuehrer of the 
forces of hell.” Said Liberty solemnly, 
“One shudders at his act.” 


Dorothy Thompson, well-known col- 
umnist and one-time pet of the Zionists, 
who had shouted that she would give 4 
million American boys to stop Hitler, 
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shuddered too. Believe it or not, this is 
what she said: “Should Hitler win or 
force a negotiated peace with Britain, 
we may learn then that only the British 
fleet has stood between us and Lind- 
bergh.” You will find that superlative 
gem on page 15 of the November 18, 
1941 issue of Look magazine. 


And so on, and on, and on. What 
Lindbergh said about and to the Jews 
amounted to less than two hundred 
words and included sincere and wise 
advice that would have been of priceless 
advantage to them and to the world, if 
their characteristic blind spot had not 
prevented them from perceiving its val- 
ue, accepting it and acting upon it. 


The printed abuse that was heaped 
upon him ran to thousands upon thous- 
ands of words. It was a devastating de- 
monstration of top-level press control. 
Then came Pearl Harbor, and subse- 
quent admissions in the Jewish press 
of Jewish efforts to put us in the war 
that confirmed all that Lindbergh had 
said. 

The price that America has paid for 
submitting to the abuse and silencing of 
her Christian patriots, of which the 
treatment of Charles Lindbergh is a 
striking example, can be estimated in 
the extent of our involvement in the spy- 
infested United Nations organization, 
which by-passed Congress to send our 
sons to the slaughter of an undeclared 
United Nations war. 


We are told in Luke 10:19, “Behold, 
I give unto you power to tread on ser- 
pents and scorpions, and over all the 
power of the enemy: and nothing shall 
by any means hurt you.” And surely 
Isaiah 40:31 gives inspiration for a na- 
tion whose emblem is the eagle: “But 
they that wait upon the Lord shall re- 
new their strength; they shall mount up 
with wings as eagles; they shall run, 
and not be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint.” 


The United States must reject the 
false economic “security” that the con- 
spirators offer at the price of slavery, 
which is glaringly at variance with 
American tradition and so aptly illus- 
trated by this quotation: 

“When God made the oyster, He 
guaranteed him absolute economic and 
social security. He built the oyster a 
house, a shell, to protect him from his 
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enemies. When hungry, the oyster sim- 
ply opens up his shell and the food 
rushes in. But when God made the eagle, 
He said, ‘The blue sky is the limit. Go 
build your own house.’ And the eagle 
went out and built his house on the 
highest mountain crag, where storms 
threatened him every day. For food he 
flies through miles of rain and snow 
and wind. The eagle, and not the oyster, 
is the emblem of America.” 


We need to recapture the American 
spirit reflected in the words of Congress- 
man William Lambertson of Kansas in 
the House of Representatives in May, 
1942, when he said: “Mr. Speaker, fif- 
teen years ago yesterday Charles A. 
Lindbergh landed in Paris after the first 
solo flight over the Atlantic. This feat 


thrilled the world. He immediately be- 


came the hero of every small boy in 
America. I have tried to think many 
times if there was ever any other single 
heroic act in the world that equaled it 
— certainly nothing where no lives 
were lost nor damage intended. 


“These past fifteen years have had a 
tremendous development in aviation, 
but nothing possibly to come will ever 
dim this heroic accomplishment of fif- 
teen years ago. We might say with justi- 
fication that half the men in the flying 
armed forces got their inspiration from 
this lone eagle. The after acclaim ac- 
corded Charles Lindbergh found in him 
an unparalleled modesty which indeli- 
bly recorded his further greatness. I re- 
member the night after the morning he 
took off. His infinity so permeated the 
air that the referee at Madison Square 
boxing matches asked that huge crowd 
to stand a minute in silent prayer for 
his safe arrival. This to my notion, was 
one of the greatest demonstrations of 
humanity’s finest hopes.” 


At last, after twenty-six years and an 
interlude of tragedy and abuse for 
America’s one-time idol, the saturation 
point is reached by a great Christian 
nation that has been duped into accept- 
ing anything and everything that is an- 
ti-Christian, degrading and evil. There 
are now encouraging signs that the light 
is beginning to break on America’s 
struggling from the mire. Humanity’s 
finest hopes may yet ride into a bright 
new era of Christian progress on the 
wings of the historic American eagle. 
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I MADE a broadcast some time ago on 
the Hoxsey cancer cure in which I 
said these words:

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WHY HOXSEY IS LOVED AND FEARED

At this point, friends of the listening 
audience, I wish to quote again briefly 
from the broadcast which I made a few 
weeks ago explaining that a Senatorial 
investigation into the various cancer 
cures should be made.

He had made an 
investigation and reached the conclus- 
ion that a medical conspiracy did exist 
against the health of the American peo- 
ple, and that the conspirators were guil- 
ty of violating certain laws governing 
interstate commerce for which they 
should be prosecuted. 
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Thereupon Senator Tobey contacted 
the Department of Justice and borrow- 
ed one of its most skillful attorneys, Mr. 
Benedict FitzGerald, who started at 
once digging in, assembling and collat- 
ing his facts with meticulous care. After 
weeks of painstaking effort, he had turn- 
ed up the underneath side of the most 
diabolical conspiracy ever known 
against the health of any nation. He is 
quoted as having said: “If I am per- 
mitted to give these facts to the Ameri- 
can people, you may expect disclosures 
that will make the Tea Pot Dome oil 
scandal fade into insignificance.” 


His report, filed with the Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, showing 
how drug and other interests are keep- 
ing information regarding the cure of 
cancer from reaching the American peo- 
ple, is undoubtedly the most important 
medical document of our generation. 


The fireworks started immediately. 
Terrific pressure began to be exerted to 
squelch the investigation and send Mr. 
FitzGerald back to his old job in the 
Department of Justice. But he refused 
to be silenced. According to his infor- 
mation, millions of helpless victims

Other millions are scheduled to die 
of the same dread disease, unless the 
conspiracy which he has discovered, is 
quickly broken up. This is a matter that 
comes close to the hearts of many Sena- 
tors because five of their number have 
fallen victims of cancer in the recent 
past. Bilbo of Mississippi, Wherry of 
Nebraska, McMahon of Connecticut, 
Vandenberg of Michigan and Taft of 
Ohio. 


During the interim, while Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald was piecing his information to- 
gether, Senator Tobey passed away of 
advanced age. He was in the middle 
seventies. Senator John Bricker of Ohio 
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became Senator Tobey’s successor as 
chairman of the Senate Committee. 


Bricker showed himself to be against 
the whole thing. He did not even want 
FitzGerald to file a report, but the fear- 
less investigator did so any way. Fitz- 
Gerald built a fire behind Bricker by 
sending a copy of the document to every 
one of the thirteen other Senators who 
serve on the same Committee. A cover- 
ing letter accompanied these reports ex- 
plaining how he was being spurned and 
brushed off; how that Senator Bricker 
even refused to see him and talk about 
the report or discuss the conspiracy. 


On August 11, 1953, Mr. FitzGerald 


wrote Senator Bricker as follows: 


“Permit me to state at the outset that 
I attempted several times to see you 
personally but your administrative as- 
sistant John M. McElroy stated that you 
would not be available and directed me 
to leave the report with him. I offered 
to fly out to your home in Ohio but he 
believed that it would not be necessary. 
In addition, I attempted through Mr. 
Robert D. L’Heureux, who is on the 
staff of your Committee, to contact you 
but was advised that it would be un- 
necessary for me to discuss the subject 
matter with you. 


“To say that I was surprised and even 
shocked would be putting it mildly. I 
indeed regret that I was not afforded the 
opportunity of a personal visit with you 
in order that I could have had your 
personal assistance in the preparation 
and editing of this report before sub- 
mission to you and the other members 
of your Committee.” 


Then suddenly something happened 
that few Senators were expecting. Let- 
ters by the thousands, yes thousands 
and thousands of letters began to pour 
in upon Bricker like an avalanche. These 
letters, coming from enlightened Amer- 
icans in every part of the nation, de- 
manded public hearings be scheduled 
at once and that Mr. FitzGerald be al- 
lowed to continue with his work. 


In a matter of days the pressure of 
public opinion became so great Bricker 
could no longer give the subject silent 
treatment.

So a member of his staff announced that 
Senator Tobey doubted if his Committee 
had jurisdiction to conduct such an all- 
out investigation of the cancer conspir- 
acy. But this statement was punctured 
immediately by the publication of a let- 
ter from Tobey to Attorney General 
Brownell which stated: 


“Attorney Benedict FitzGerald has

OU, THE COLLEGE STUDENT, 

whether you realize it, are the rich 
earth which the Communist conspirator 
hopes to till. Your mind is the soil in 
which he hopes to implant alien seed. 


Your subsequent acts are the prod- 
ucts whose growth he strives to direct. 
The harvest which he seeks is the de- 
struction of our democratic processes 
of government. 


What then, can you, the college stu- 
dent, do about communism? Awareness 
of danger is the first requisite to com- 
bating that danger. 


First, then, know your enemy. That 
necessitates learning what communism 
really means, not what its apologists 
say it means. 


How is one to separate truth from 
propaganda? I can only say, “Set your- 
self the task of developing a free mind 
— a mind which seeks facts.” 


Such a mind accepts neither the mi- 
nority version nor the majority version; 
it seeks and considers evidence. It is not 
satisfied until irrefutable evidence 
points out the road which leads toward 
irrevocable truth. 


When you have learned everything 
possible from the experience of those 
who escaped from “Utopia” — where 
they learned the bitter difference be- 
tween promise and reality — then steep 
yourself in the history of America. Go 
back to the heart and soul of its origins. 


Read the documents, books, and let- 
ters of the immortal giants who, with 
faith and prayer and idealism, shaped 
and molded a form of government 
which is a continuous expression of 





faith in the individual. There you will 
learn that true Americanism is an act 
of faith — an overwhelming belief that 
the individual man, with God’s help, is 
an intelligent being capable of self-rule. 
That faith is essential to the continuance 
of the American form of government. 


In its simplest terms, the struggle lies 
between the spiritual and the material.

Don’t 
provide protective coloring for subver- 
sive organizations by being an indis- 
criminate “joiner.” Ascertain the ulti- 
mate objectives of groups which mouth 
platitudes and espouse causes before 
you lend the strength of your name to 
their petitions and their rolls. 


Communism feeds on ignorance. Be 
informed. Never yield to the disastrous 
luxury of emotional or “fuzzy” think- 
ing. Stick to the facts. 


Communism seeks change. It would 
make the state the master and the indi- 
vidual the slave. 


You, therefore, need to gain a true 
understanding of the republic in which 
the individual is the key. Our form of 
government is only as good as the peo- 
ple in it. Consequently, it can not be 
perfect. 


But active and intelligent effort has 
made it function in such a manner that 
it has been the marvel and the envy of 
the world. You hold the future in your 
hands. Be a crusader for democracy. 


Communism lives on lies. It corrodes 
honor, destroys integrity, and subverts 
all the qualities which combine in an 
individual to make him, in the truest 
sense, a man.

A LETTER TO 
THE PRESIDENT 


Dear Mr. President: 


Please excuse the informality of this 
letter and consider that it comes from 
a friend. You had come out to Japan on 
an inspection trip. You were Mac- 
Arthur’s boss then. Remember that press 
conference in the Radio Tokyo building 
when you sat down with correspondents 
and invited questions? The reporter 
who asked you, “General, did you ever 
serve with General MacArthur?” 


And your quick reply: “Oh, yes. I 
studied dramatics under General Mac- 
Arthur in the Philippines.” — And how 
you blushed a bright red then, and said, 
“By the way, boys; please don’t print 
that statement. It’s off the record.” I 
figured right then and there you were 
being groomed for a change of profes- 
sion. 


About three years after that, when 
you addressed a Junior Chamber of 
Commerce Convention in Wichita, I no- 
ticed that your conversation had taken 
on something of an_ internationalist 
tinge. But, just the same, when you won 
the Republican nomination last year, 
I campaigned actively for you in Okla- 
homa, and here the folks gave you a 
resounding majority on election day. 


We had high hopes for you. 


But when you began naming your 
cabinet, we began worrying. John Fos- 
ter Dulles was a carry-over from the old 
Truman-Acheson crowd, and we weren’t 
too happy about having him as one of 
your principal advisers. When he got 
you to turn your back on the Bricker 
Amendment, and to ask for the admis- 
sion of 240,000 immigrants, we were 
downright unhappy about it. If you 
don’t believe me, just notice that the six 
Oklahoma Congressmen voted against 
you on that. 





The representatives of the people who 
voted for you as President, are now vot- 
ing against the things you want to do as 
President. 


You didn’t win the election because 
of Dewey; you won it in spite of him. 
Lincolnian Republican and Jefferson- 
ian Democratic votes put you in the 
White House ... and those are the very 
people who are voting against most of 
the measures you are sponsoring these 
days. 


You started talking about the inequi- 
ties in the McCarran Act, after the Se- 
nate and House had spent five years and 
considerable money perfecting one of 
the finest bills that’s been made into law 
this century. 


Then you let your friends give you 
the wrong version of a speech made by 
Senator Taft, and talked about book 
burning, and had to modify and retract 
because you had been misinformed on 
what Senator McCarthy had said and 
had tried to get done.

That maybe your best friends are your 
worst enemies. Julius Caesar had the 
same trouble, you'll recall. And he was 
quite a general in his day too. But, back- 
stabbing friends existed in all ages, I 
guess. 


Mr. President, I’m sure you feel that 
you're doing your very best in a very 
bad situation and, frankly, I shudder 
to think what might be going on now 
if a man named Stevenson had got your 
job instead of you. But, I wonder if you 
aren't flying blind without checking 
your course? 


You keep saying that you’re trying 


to stay in the middle of the road. But, © 


Mr, President, after twenty years of 
New Deal government, which came 
close to pushing us all the way into So- 
cialism; just where is the middle of the 
American road? 
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I suppose your idea of determining 
that would be found by taking all the 
various shades of political thinking of 
all the people of all these United States, 
stirring and mixing well (you'd have 
to do a little homogenizing, too), then 
come up with a spoonful of the mixture 
... and that’s the middle course. 


It won’t work that way, though, Mr. 
President. Because only the extremists 
and causists do the heavy political think. 
ing or talking. The thoughts and words 
of one communist can influence the 
thinking of a thousand others; like one 
rotten apple in the barrel. Whereas 
your honest-to-God, solid citizen doesn’t 
project his political thoughts very far. 


So, anybody trying to follow the mid- 
dle of the road these days, is apt to get 
his colors confused. Because, nowadays, 
it’s mighty easy to. confuse the native 
red of Old Glory with the alien red of 
Karl Marx.

They deserve our thanks, too, for pub- 
licly reminding us who are not burd- 
ened with the cares of public office of 
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our duty to pray for the welfare of the 
country and for the guidance of those 
who are charged to labor for the com- 
mon good.

DEFAMATION 
(THE ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE, 


organized to defend Jews against de- 
famatory utterances, has seldom had 
such an opportunity to spring into ac- 
tion as was presented to it the other day 
by the Rabbinical Assembly of Ameri- 


ca in convention at Atlantic City. 


The assembly, which speaks for the 
conservative wing of Judaism, has de- 
livered a typical anti-anti-Communist 
tirade against congressional inquiries 
into communism. The statement con- 
tains the usual weasel words acknowl- 
edging “the need for investigation for 
legislative purposes,” but goes on to 
“deplore the defamation of the inno- 
cent.” It condemns Senator McCarthy 
by name and other unnamed legislators. 
It says they have “discredited the United 
States in the eyes of our friends abroad” 
and calls upon President Eisenhower to 


denounce Mr. McCarthy. 


This kind of language surely does not 
represent the opinion of all Jews in 
America, but the assembly did its con- 
siderable best to create the contrary im- 
pression. The declaration surely can- 
not speak for informed citizens of any 
faith because it is simply a fact, readily 
confirmed by a reading of the commit- 
tee records, that the inquiries into Com- 
munist activities have been conducted 
with far more concern than is usual for 
the reputation of the witnesses. People 
who saw no occasion to protest against 
the tactics pursued by the Black com- 
mittee, the Sabath committee, and a 
dozen others, surely owe an explana- 
tion of their indignation at the much 
more temperate conduct of the investi- 
gations into communism. 


It is easy to charge that innocent men 
have been defamed by Mr. McCarthy, 
but it would be more useful to name the 
Innocent men, if any, who have been so 
treated. Surely the scores of witnesses 
who have refused to answer questions 
for fear of incriminating themselves 
cannot be taken seriously when they de- 
nounced the committees for defaming 
the innocent, for innocent men do not 


hide behind the Fifth Amendment. 


_ It is easy enough to charge that the 
Investigators have discredited the Unit- 
ed States in the eyes of our friends 
abroad, but much easier to prove that 
the disclosures have angered Commun- 
ists in all lands and they are responsi- 
ble for stirring up international propa- 


ganda against Mr. McCarthy and his 
colleagues. 


The assembly has defamed Jews in 
this country by making it appear that 
they are part of this Communist propa- 
ganda machine. 


It so happens that Mr, McCarthy is 
highly regarded by vast numbers of 
Americans, and, in particular, by Amer- 
ican Catholics. The effect of the assem- 
bly’s unfair denunciation of Mr. Mc- 
Carthy must be to stimulate misunder- 
standing and ill-will. 


We do not believe the assembly is 
pro-Communist, if only because it is in- 
conceivable that any genuinely religious 
group could be pro-Communist. We do 
suspect that the New Dealers have sold 
a bill of nasty goods to the assembly. 
The New Dealers hope to return to pow- 
er by winning back some of the votes 
they lost in November. They hope to 
create distrust of the Republican party 
and, more particularly, to sow dissen- 
sion within it by shouting McCarthism. 
If they can do no more than set Presi- 
dent Eisenhower against Mr. McCarthy, 
they will have scored a great political 
victory. The assembly’s declaration is 
an evidence of how successful these tac- 
tics might be.

WOULD ADD “UNDER 
GOD” TO PLEDGE 


M* SPEAKER, I recently introduced 

a bill in the House to provide that 
the familiar motto, “In God We Trust,” 
now appearing on United States coins, 
be used as a cancellation mark on Unit- 
ed States mail. With the introduction of 
the bill, I expressed my feeling that this 
is an especially appropriate time to re- 
proclaim our adherence to this reverent, 
historic motto. It strikes at the philo- 
sophical roots of Communism—atheism 
and materialism. I have been pleasantly 
surprised, Mr. Speaker, to note the re- 
sponse which the introduction of this 
measure has inspired throughout the 
Country. 


It is in this spirit that I have intro- 
duced another bill, H. J. Res. 243, to 
extend the public proclamation of our 
religious traditions and our dependence 
on Divine Providence. This bill propos- 
es a change in the wording of our pledge 
of allegiance to the flag of the United 
States of America to include the words 
“under God.” With this deeply signifi- 
cant change, the pledge would read as 
follows: 

“I pledge allegiance to the flag of the 
United States of America and to the Re- 
public for which it stands, one nation, 


under God, indivisible, with liberty and 
justice for all.” 


The author of the Pledge was Fran- 
cis Bellamy, who was born May 12, 
1855, and died August 28, 1931. Bel- 
lamy had been trained for the ministry 
and was ordained in 1879 at the Baptist 
Church in Little Falls, New York. 


It is my hope that the recitation of 
the pledge, with this addition, “Under 
God,” by our school children will bring 
to them a deeper understanding of the 
real meaning of patriotism. 


Our Country was born under God, 
and only “under God” will it live as a 
citadel of freedom. Realizing this, our 
children after us will take up the re- 
sponsibilities of government in the same 
traditions set out by our founding Fath- 
ers. This bill is timely and I feel cer- 
tain that my colleagues will be interest- 
ed in early action for its passage.

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modate an electric pump. From this 
source, water is supplied for spraying 
the hospital’s seven gardens where the 
health foods are grown. The lake sur- 
vived the severe summer drouth of 1953. 


Practically all the soil was clay when 
the hospital was organized. The first 
operation consisted of bringing in a 
heavy caterpillar tractor and subsoiler 
(a long metal arm that sinks three feet 
into the ground) for the purpose of 
breaking up the underneath layer of the 
soil. 


Thereupon green crops were raised 
and turned under for three successive 
years, with nothing taken off. Compost 
was added, consisting of kitchen waste, 
leaves, grass clippings, weeds and well 
rotted barnyard manure. Truck loads 
of natural fertilizer, in a proper stage 
of decomposition, were brought from 
distances as far as a hundred miles. 


After three years, the soil was like Dr. 
Owen wanted it and the present organic 
gardening program started. At the end 
of each season, he tries to put more min- 
erals back into the soil than are taken 
out by the crops. 


There is a large deep freeze unit on 
the premises, consisting of two compart- 
ments, where crops are stored when 
harvested. One compartment has a tem- 
perature of three degrees below zero 
where frozen foods are kept. The other 
remains 33 to 38 degrees and is used 
for storing fruits and vegetables. Root 
crops, such as potatoes, beets and car- 
rots, are stored in a cellar built for this 
purpose, 


Wheat for cereal purposes and bread 
making is brought from famous Deaf 
Smith County in West Texas — describ- 
ed by scientists and nutrition experts as 
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the eighth wonder of the world for its 
amazing quality of soil. The health re- 
cord of persons residing in this County 
is unequaled in any other part of the 
United States. 


Dr. Owen purchases wheat in one 
hundred pound sacks from the Rogers 
Brothers Milling Company of Hereford, 
Texas and stores it in the cooling room 
of the deep freeze unit until consumed. 
The hospital has its own mill in which to 
grind the wheat and when baked into 
bread, the finished product is free from 
bleach and other harmful ingredients 
of ordinary commercial flour.

IVE United States Senators have 
gone down with cancer during re- 





cent months — Bilbo of Mississippi, 
Wherry of Nebraska, McMahon of Con- 
necticut, Vandenberg of Michigan and 
Taft of Ohio. 


Following the death of Vandenberg, 
Dr. Schirmer passed out word through 
a Senator friend that future Senate vic- 
tims would be welcome at his hospital 
with no cost. If the offer reached Taft, 
he was apparently too much under the 
influence of medical propaganda to try 
any method that departed from the use 
of surgery, x-ray and radium. 


The heretofore unwritten story of 
Senator Taft’s fight with the disease is 
one that should make the leaders of or- 
ganized medicine hang their heads in 
shame. The Senator kept the sad intelli- 
gence from his family as long as possi- 
ble, especially Mrs. Taft, who is an in- 
valid. 


Although he enjoyed good health 
throughout most of his life, few men 
were more surrounded with doctors. 
Members of the medical profession in 
Cincinnati, Washington, New York and 
other cities boasted of being his physi- 
cian. At one time, it was said that eleven 
doctors made the claim. 


Before launching his campaign for 
the Presidential nomination last year, 
he underwent a thorough physical 
checkup at Walter Reed Hospital and 
was pronounced in first class condition. 
It is now believed that evidences of the 
cancer were present but overlooked by 
the doctors. 


In May the stabbing hip pain became 
so severe that he decided to enter a New 
York hospital under a name other than 
his own. Dr. C. P. Rhodes, director of 
the Medical Center for Cancer and Al- 
lied Research and the Sloan-Kettering 
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Institute for Cancer Research, directed 
the tests. 


Taft returned to Washington. Dr. 
Rhodes came down from New York ear- 
ly in June to break the sad news. He 
talked with the Senator alone and ex- 
plained that the tests conclusively show- 
ed cancer ... indicating that the disease 
was far advanced. 


Dr. Rhodes suggested an exploratory 
operation, warning that it would involve 
grave possibilities. He explained that 
more people who underwent the oper- 
ation died of post-operative shock than 
from cancer. Doctors went deep into his 
flesh and reported that the exploration 
confirmed the diagnosis. 


Taft began putting his house in order. 
He relinquished his Senate dutiés. He 
walked on crutches. Disintegration be- 
gan at an alarming pace during the post- 
operative period. Within a few days it 
became necessary for him to spend all 
his time in bed. 


Mrs. Taft was flown to New York 
from Cincinnati when he took a final 
turn for the worse. She had been bed- 
ridden and in a wheel chair for more 
than two years. 


It is quite possible that had the Sena- 
tor gone to Corning and received the

ENATOR TAFT sat on many occa- 

sions and heard his colleague, Sena- 
tor Tobey of New Hampshire, expound 
the marvels of the Bacteriophage.

By coincidence, at the very time To- 
bey was finishing his course from ad- 
vanced age in Washington, Taft was ap- 
proaching the end in New York. Wish- 
ing to the last to be helpful in the fight 
against cancer, Tobey sent for Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald, gave him a potion of Krebiozen 
for delivery to Taft’s doctors, with the 
request that it be administered. 


Mr. FitzGerald did the errand but the 
gesture was spurned. The New York 
doctors refused to administer the new 
drug, despite the fact that it had reliev- 
ed the suffering of both McMahon and 
Vandenberg under similar circumstanc- 
es. (The American Medical Association 
rejects Krebiozen.) 


























Tobey would have preferred to see 
Taft given the Bacteriophage, but he 
knew this to be impossible, due to the 
necessity of installing tanks and inhala- 
tion equipment in the hospital room. It 
would have been a simple matter to ad- 
minister Krebiozen. 


The therapeutic value of this drug, 
in the control of cancer, has been de- 
monstrated. Dr. Stevan Durovic, discov- 
erer of Krebiozen, is a Yugoslav scien- 
tist in the United States on visa, work- 
ing with Dr. A. C. Ivy, the well known 
Chicago doctor. Ivy is presently feeling 


the lash of the A.M.A. dictatorship. 


Krebiozen changed into liquid the 
cancerous growth at the base of Senator 
McMahon’s spine and relieved him of 
much pain. It was used too late to hope 
for a cure because the victim’s chest had 
been riddled by the ailment. In the case 
of Senator Vandenberg, he was also 
spared a great deal of suffering but the 
help came too late. 


Dr. Schirmer is one of an ever-in- 
creasing number of medical men who, 
at the risk of persecution, are willing 
to put human need above the dictatorial 





demands of organized medicine. They 
are willing to sacrifice personal stand- 
ing, if necessary, in order that people 
may get well! 


A large volume would be required 
to record the case histories of cures, 
over so-called incurable diseases at 
Corning. But the following self-explan- 
atory and unsolicited letter is a typical 
illustration of what is being accomplish- 


ed.

Otwell, Arkansas 
July 23, 1953 


Dear Dr. Winrod: 


I feel that I want to write you about 
my case and the results I have realized 
from taking treatment at the Corning 
Research Hospital of Corning, Arkan- 
sas.

GRAHAM FILLS COTTON BOWL 


Evangelist Billy Graham filled the 
Cotton Bowl Sunday night, a roaring 
climax to his month-long crusade in 


Dallas. 


Traffic jammed all streets leading to 
the bowl as the people of Dallas packed 
into what Graham called the largest 
single evangelistic audience in church 
history. 


At least 75,000 persons came to hear 
the 34-year-old preacher. Although a 
few of the Cotton Bowl’s 75,349 upper 
seats remained empty, many persons 
stood during the services, and others oc- 
cupied folding chairs on the stadium 
turf. 


Cotton Bowl parking employees clos- 
ed several gates at 8:30 p.m. because of 
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parking congestion, and some late-com- 
ers drove away. 


The audience was composed mostly 
of families. Many children sat on the 
knees of their shirt-sleeved fathers. They 
were cooled by fresh breezes as they 
listened to Graham’s impassioned plea 
to make their peace with Christ. 


As each person entered the stadium 
he was givena packet containing a 
match. And the most dramatic moment 
came when the handsome preacher ask- 
ed that all stadium lights be extinguish- 


ed. 


“IT am going to strike a match, which 
is only a small gleam of light,” he said. 
“When all of you strike your matches, 
the light will become stronger, like the 
light of faith.” 


The darkened Cotton Bowl burst in- 
to a sea of gleaming lights as the thous- 
ands of matches were lighted. Graham 
called them “the symbolic fires of faith 


that must sweep the world.” 


His text was from Hebrews 9:27: 
“And as it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgment.” He 
spoke on the last roundup. 


“When you come before God on Judg- 
ment Day, what kind of a brand will 
you wear at the last roundup? Will it 
be the brand of Jesus?” he asked his 


listeners. 


“You can be a member of 10 church- 
es and can have been baptized 1,000 
times, but unless you have stood at the 
foot of the cross and asked Christ to 
forgive your sins, you are not ready for 


judgment.” 


At the end of the sermon 1,500 per- 
sons came forward to make their de- 
cisions for Christ. 


Sunday’s Cotton Bowl attendance 
pushed the 2-week revival total over the 
half-million mark, the largest attend- 
ance Graham has ever attracted. 


In two weeks he has preached to an 
estimated 513,000 persons and has 
brought 4,891 persons forward to 
pledge for Christ. His previous two 
week high was an attendance of 384,000 
persons in St. Louis, Missouri, in May. 


Sunday night also smashed Graham’s 
previous single audience record of 60,- 
000, set in Houston’s Rice Stadium June

UETON AND MARGARET (names 

by which Mr. and Mrs. Upton Close 
are affectionately known among their 
intimate friends), recently established 
residence in Palm Beach, Florida. 
Charles Davis, owner of WWPG, a local 
radio station, invited Mr. Close to give 
a weekly feature broadcast ... and it 
was agreed that the subject would be 
“The Commentators’ Story,” tracing the 
rise of various commentators to promi- 
nence and a discussion of their respec- 
tive techniques. 


Exceptional listener interest was man- 
ifested from the beginning. The text of 
the first talk, the foundational message, 
appears as the lead article of this De- 
fender. 


The second talk was on the subject, 
The Influence of Commentators, and it 
admitted that, “We commentators have 
not been all angels, and not many men 
will speak the truth to their own hurt.” 


Thereupon, Mr. Close made known 
his solid American position and showed 
how leftist propaganda is frequently 
mixed with the news so that listeners 
imbibe draughts of Socialism under a 
deceptive label. A contrast and compar- 
ison was drawn between two Uptons — 
Upton Close and Upton Sinclair. 


“Upton Sinclair believed, as do all 
Socialists from pink to deep red, that 
government should play the part of fa- 
ther to the people. They are paternal- 
ists. That is directly opposed to the 
ideas of the men who founded our Na- 
tion and drafted its Constitution. These 
founders believed that government is 
the servant, not the father or master of 
the citizens.” 


The third talk was on the subject, 
The Radio Voice of Internationalism, 
and included a biographical sketch of 
H. V. Kaltenborn, explaining how and 
why this commentator once added the 
prefix “Von” to his last name (Hans

Von Kaltenborn) and later dropped it. 


“H. V. Kaltenborn is aptly called ‘the 
schoolmaster of radio.’ The listener can 
almost see him waggling his finger as 
he talks in his high-pitched voice. He 
uses dynamic rushes of words. His dis- 
ciple of the new generation is Morgan 
Beatty. HV’s success on the networks 
has given internationalist international- 
ism its most pious and untiring voice on 


Radio.” 


The fourth talk was on the subject, 
The Pioneers Meet Controversialism 
and brought to light some of the pres- 
sure methods used in trying to intimi- 
date and brow-beat commentators who 
had positive convictions and insisted on 
speaking them. 


“T became what the smart subversives 
called a Controversialist (which I hope 
to explain later in this series) because 
I could not endure to see what was being 
done to my Country, after witnessing 
what had been done by Marxists to other 
countries.” 


Gabriel Heater is given a pat on the 
back in this chapter. “Gabe’s complete 
disregard for consistency and logic has 
enabled him to go on year after year ex- 
pressing the flash enthusiasms and in- 
dignations of most people ... I think 
people like Gabe because he is just as 
inconsistent as they are. No one hates 
him. He is a pleasant relief to millions.” 


The fifth talk was on the subject, 
Careers by Smear and fixed the spot- 
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light upon America’s two most despic- 
able character assassins. 


“Two talkers made careers out of de- 
nunciation, alarm and sensationalism in 
the years after the Great Depression: 
Walter Winchell and Drew Pearson. 
They have very different backgrounds. 
But they are associated in the public 
mind because they have been mouth- 
pieces for the same groups, and have 
used similar methods of sharp report- 
ing and smear accusation. 


“Of the two, Winchell, who grew up 
in vaudeville, and popularized gossip, 
has been a little more volatile; shawn a 
little more adaptability; perhaps, been 
less cock-sure of himself. 


“Drew Pearson is off his network cry- 
ing ‘unfair.’ Walter was recently off for 
six months following the concentrated 
attack on him by the New York Post — 
whose editor Wechsler has been in run- 
ning controversy with the McCarthy 
Committee. Walter W. was being taught 
by his own ‘crowd’ not to get too inde- 
pendent. 


“But I have still to tell you the big- 
gest episode in the careers of Pearson 
and Winchell — the story of the Sedi- 
tion Trial of 1942 to 1946, which they 


sparked.” 


The sixth talk was on the subject, 
Commentators Spark Legal Persecution 
and brought the wartime Sedition Case 
into focus. 


“For four years, all through World 
War II, the liberty, property and lives 
of thirty Americans were put in peril 
on trumped up charges, with crudely 
framed evidence, prosecuted by two 
United States attorneys who, when fin- 
ally disgraced and fired went openly 
into the service of the Communist Party 
to fight the government which had em- 
ployed them! 


“The commentators who turned them- 
selves into bloodhounds for this per- 
version of justice were Drew Pearson 


and Walter Winchell.” 


The seventh talk was on the subject, 
On With the Trial and turned up the 
sordid, underneath side of the Case, ex- 
posed the groups responsible for it in 
the background and brought to light 


pre 
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many heretofore unpublished facts. One 
of the victims of the persecution, 
George Deatherage, appeared on the 
program with Mr. Close. 


“About mid-summer, 1944, an attor- 
ney for the defense, James Laughlin, 
asked Judge Eicher to impound all the 
files of the raceist pseudo-religious or- 
ganization which had been used by Bid- 
dle’s men in the preparation of the in- 
dictments. This motion was promptly 
denied by the frightened judge, but it 
came too near to publicizing who were 
the real persecutors and prosecutors for 
their comfort. ... 


“On September 8, 1944, Senator Wil- 
liam Langer, always the champion of 
what are called ‘minority causes,’ took 
this legal persecution apart, showed that 
every step and procedure was un-Amer- 
ican, and demanded its dismissal. On 
November 29, 1944, Chief Justice of the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court 
presided as usual. That night he died in 
his sleep, at his home in Alexandria, 
Virginia. 

“Court had proclaimed a mistrial on 
December 7, 1944. Two years longer 
the shamed Department of Justice let 
the indictments hang, and then District 
of Columbia Court Chief Justice Bo- 
litha J. Laws swung a gavel in Court. 
‘A travesty on justice!’ he pronounced.” 





Mr. Close announced in his seventh 
talk that he expected to return to a light- 
er vein the next week ... and that his 
subject would be Does Elmer Dawis 
really have a sense of humor? But he 
was not permitted to speak again over 
the station. 


The owner, Charles Davis, visited Mr. 
Close to say that he had been pressured 
and threatened with loss of advertising 
business by Jewish firms and individ- 
uals ... and that he was “just a little 
fellow trying to get along.” 


Mr. Davis said that he personally 
wished to carry Upton Close broadcasts 
as a counterbalance to the left wing 
commentator Martin Agronsky (who 
speaks gutteral Brooklynese and contin- 
ually attacks business and free enter- 
prise), Elmer Davis and other near- 
Marxists carried daily as part of the 
ABC network. 


He said that he discontinued Agron- 
sky for a time ... but the forces that 
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were compelling him to take Close off 
had pressured the station to bring Ag- 
ronsky back. 


Mr. Davis was told how Richard 
Lloyd Jones, editor of the Tulsa Tri- 
bune, handled such intimidation. Jones 
told the delegation of Jewish merchants 
who waited on him: “Yes, Ill cancel 
your contracts at once! I’ll announce 
to the public daily that you served me 
with a threat and list your names and 
businesses. I will not reaccept your ad- 
vertising until you repudiate such un- 
American methods.” 


The Tulsa Jewish merchants were 
rocked back; begged time to consult in 
an anteroom. Ina few minutes they re- 
turned to say: “Mr. Jones, this wasn’t 
our idea on the start. We were just obey- 
ing our national officers. Since you take 
it this way, we will disobey them. Will 
you cancel out everything that has been 
said? (Most of them increased their ad- 
vertising during the next few days!)” 


Mr. Davis did not feel that he was 
strong enough to resist the pressure ... 
and Mr. Close has not been heard again 
over his station. 


The foregoing only summarizes “The 
Commentators’ Story,” giving a bare 
outline of the seven messages and the 
repercussions that followed their deliv- 
ery. The reader will find the complete 
narrative to be most interesting and in- 
formative.

A TRIP 
TO 
JERUSALEM 


JOHN R. TURNBULL, F.R.G.S. 

















WICE I have spent some time in the 

Holy Land. Within a few months 
Mrs. Turnbull and I expect to be there 
again, carrying the glorious Gospel to 
Arabic peoples for whom Christ died. 
Our mission is being planned in cooper- 
ation with the Defenders organization. 


Many years have elapsed since I la- 
bored as a missionary in that part of the 
world. My term of service was cut short 
by the burial of a loved one. I have al- 
ways wanted to return. 


The Holy Land is earth’s unique spot. 
For many Bible students it is the focal 
point of prophetic expectation, the cor- 
ridor into which giant armies are ex- 
pected to march as the curtain drops on 
the present age. 


History is being written there of 
greater importance than in Korea, China 
or any other part of the world. A ter- 
tific storm may be gathering. No other 
area represents a greater missionary 
challenge. 


_ The Gospel began at Jerusalem. Spir- 
itual power was released that has con- 
quered the hearts of millions. In plan- 
ning to return, I feel that I am but pay- 
ing loving tribute to stalwarts of the 
Faith who have gone before. 


During my residence there, I found 
that Jerusalem warranted its reputation 
as the most interesting city in the world. 
Ihave had a look at Rome, Athens, Par- 
is, London, Tokyo, Delhi, Cairo and 
other places. They were fascinating for 
their historical associations. But some- 
thing made Jerusalem different. Jesus 
had been there! 


Today there are two Jerusalems — 
the Old City, governed by Jordan, cov- 
ering 250 acres, encircled by a stone 
wall 50 feet high, in which missionaries 
of the Cross are free to carry on work 





for the One who lived and taught and 
died there. 


The new modern section of the city 
is occupied by Jews of Israel. A gate 
and given line separates the two groups, 
between whom bad blood exists. The 
bitterness today, on the part of Arabs 
and Jews, is without parallel in the his- 
tory of these ancient peoples. 


But the Gospel. with its universal ap- 
plication to soul needs, transcends ma- 
terial barriers and sinks into the hearts 
of members of all races. Jesus loves sin- 
ners and blesses lives without regard 
for nationality. 


A SHORT TRAVELOGUE 


Please come with me for a few min- 
utes to the Old City as I knew it years 
ago. Well do I remember the day I first 
entered its gates. 


With a group of missionary friends, 
we passed through Jaffa Gate where 
General Allenby had entered on foot. 
We strolled down David Street, pausing 
for a look at the Pool of Hezekiah 
through the rear window of a little shop. 
Small stores, no bigger than your pan- 
try, displayed Oriental wares, choice 
fruits and groceries. 
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The best grapes were from the Vale of 
Eschol near Hebron where the spies 
plucked big bunches to show Joshua. 
Neither Florida nor California can 
grow more luscious oranges than found 


in the Holy Land. 


Crossing to the west side of the city, 
we pass under shadowed arches into the 
courtyard of the Temple grounds oc- 
cupied by the Mosque of Omar. We 
tread upon stones of pavement touched 
by the feet of Jesus, before being 
pierced for us on a little hill yonder to 
the north, just beyond the city walls. 


Seven times Jesus visited Jerusalem. 
We are reminded of these visits wher- 
ever we turn. The Pool of Bethesda is 
still there where He healed the impotent 
man. Just outside the walls, on the south 
side, is the Pool of Siloam, which re- 
minds us of the beautiful story of the 
blind man’s healing. (Dear Lord, open 
our eyes too, that we may see Thee in 
power and glory, and help us to witness 
to others with glowing hearts! ) 


The Temple grounds occupy an an- 
cient historical site, as authentic as the 
Parthenon of Athens or St. Peters in 
Rome. To this very place came Abra- 
ham four thousand years ago. In his 
day it was called Mount Moriah. David 
later stormed the place and took the 
stronghold from the Jebusites. 


On that spot there has stood a succes- 
sion of temples — the temples of Solo- 
mon, Ezra and Herod in turn, and oth- 
ers of less importance. As a boy, Jesus 
talked to the elders in the Temple of 
Herod, a gigantic structure of pure 
white marble trimmed with gold. There, 
too, in later years, He taught those who 
cared to receive His message. 


Old Jerusalem is only about two and 
a half miles, if one measures its circum- 
ference by the great walls. I walked 
around the wall one night in the light 
of a full moon. It was a glorious exper- 
ience, for by night the city is quiet and 
the unpleasant sights are blotted out. 
The mellow light of the moon outlined 
the beauty of the buildings but did not 
reveal the sordid state of the streets be- 
low. 


(One’s attitude toward life should be 
like that! Let the light of love screen 
out the unpleasant things and leave the 
beauty, during our earthly pilgrimage 
in earth’s night time.) 


i 
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Multitudes of devout people have 
journeyed great distances to see Jerusa- 
lem’s places of Biblical interest. 
Mighty armies of Crusaders, with ban- 
ners flying, went to the Holy Land to 
wrest it from non-Christian hands. The 
very word “Crusade” comes from a 
term that means Cross. But in their zeal 
to fight for the Cross, they forgot its 
true meaning. Some are making the 
same mistake today. 


As we turn our faces again toward the 
Holy Land, it is our wish to be spirit- 
ually equipped to convey the real mes- 
sage of the Gospel ... knowing that if 
we properly exalt the Man of the Cross, 
He will draw precious souls to Him- 
self, 


THE TRIANGLE TRIP 


Where would you like to spend your 
first Sunday evening in the Holy Land? 
Olivet? Very well! 


As we cross the upper end of the Val- 
ley of Jehoshaphat the sun’s late rays 
are broken and diffused by the higher 
hills that hem the city. It is evident that 
the time of sunset is approaching. A 
war cemetery with neat rows of head- 
stones bids lighter thoughts to cease. 
We advance to a position among some 
olive trees directly opposite the Temple 
area. 


What a panorama of sacred territory 
spreads before us to the west! In the 
center of the picture sits “Jerusalem the 
Golden” bathed in the brilliance of a 
dazzling sunset. The sacred city with its 
marvelous position, nestled among his- 
toric hills, bears out the eulogy of the 
Psalmist, that it is “beautiful for situa- 
tion.” 


From Olivet we can see the top of a 
hill near Bethlehem, only five miles 
south of Jerusalem. Many happy Christ- 
mas carols have made dear to us the 





“little town of Bethlehem.” The fields 
where the shepherds watched their 
flocks by night are still there. 


But sunset is coming apace and we 
turn our gaze to a little green hill near- 
by and in plain sight. You can see it 
clearly, beyond the northeast corner of 
the city wall. We stand in silence, think- 
ing what happened there. 


(Dear God, forgive us our pettiness, 
our neglect of others and for the selfish 
way we too often view life. Share with 
us something of the vision that prompt- 
ed the great sacrifice made on that knoll. 
Help us to give as Jesus gave — our- 
selves. ) 


The sunset colors of orange, saffron 
and pearl are fading now, but the glory 
of Calvary will never be dimmed. 


When I lived in Jerusalem, mission- 
aries used to mention the drive to the 
Dead Sea, Jordan and Jericho as the 
Triangle Trip. The journey can be made 
by car in a half day and is a favorite 
trip in bad weather. 


If it is raining in Jerusalem, you can 
be down in the dry Jordan Valley in an 
hour, away from the winter chills and 
damp, muddy streets. Herod the Great 
made similar use of the balmy Jericho 
climate. 


At the foot of the Judean mountains 
we emerge upon a sparsely vegetated 
plain that slopes gradually to the Jor- 
dan River and the Dead Sea. This is the 
district where John the Baptist was 
trained. Jesus was tempted here. We 
leave the good road and follow the 
rough track to the north end of the 
Dead Sea. This Salt Sea or Sea of the 
Plain as it was called in olden times is 
about fifty miles long and ten wide. In 
shape it resembles a watermelon but I 
discovered by bitter experience, it does 
not taste at all like a watermelon. 
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To swim in the Dead Sea is a delight, 
for you cannot sink. I have stood on it 
and sat in it — but I would caution 
others against making the mistake that 
I made of putting my head in it. 


When I got back to Jerusalem, my 
hair was sticky. 


The more soap and water I used, the 
more it appeared that I was treating 
my scalp with an application of white 
tooth paste. Finally, two handsful of 
cocoanut emulsion took the Dead Sea 
out of my hair. This body of water is a 
perfect picture of a man without a mis- 
sionary vision, receiving freely, giving 
nothing. 


WHERE WORLD SHAKING 
EVENTS OCCURRED 


To the left of Calvary, sheltered in 
the bend of a ridge, is a beautiful gar- 
den shaded by all manner of trees and 
adorned with bright flowers. 


In the face of the rock wall is a little 
door leading into the Tomb which Gor- 
don, and.many thousands of Christians 
since his time, believed to be the place 
where the body of our Lord was laid. 
Every flower of springtime whispers to 
us, “He is' not here’; He is risen.” 


Our road rounds the northeast corner 
of the city and descends rapidly down 
the edge of the Brook Kidron, across 
which Jesus led His disciples to Geth- 
semane, On our right, in the wall, is St. 
Stephen’s gate through which the first 
Christian martyr is said to have been 
driven to his death. 


Beyond that gate, inside the wall, the 
road is called Via Dolorosa in memory 
of the suffering Saviour Who walked 
over its cobblestones bearing the Cross 
for us. It passes the Roman ‘Praetorium 
where the troubled Pilate exclaimed, 
“Ecco Homo” (Behold the Man), but 
stayed not to hear the answer to his 
question, “What is truth.” Before him 
stood the Truth, Jesus. 


As we move on, the east wall of Jeru- 
salem seems to grow higher above us. 
The closed double arched entrance in 
the wall has a message for the Christian. 
This is the historic ‘Golden Gate where 
Jesus entered the Temple area amid the 
joyous hosannas of the people.

LESSON NUMBER ONE 





September 20, 1953 
PRACTICAL CHRISTIANITY 


II Corinthians 7:6-7; 8:23; 
Titus 1:1-4; Chapters 2 and 3 











EMORY TEXT: “Let our (people) 
also learn to maintain good works 
for necessary uses, that they be not un- 


fruitful.” Titus 3:14. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “TITUS.” 


Today’s lesson is concerned with the 
practical side of the Christian life ... 
with possession rather than profession 

. with practice rather than theory ... 
with translating confession into conduct, 
belief into being! 


It is not enough to give ascent to a 
set of Christian ideals. These beliefs 
must be built into character and given 
expression in the routine of daily living. 


While Christians are changed men 
and women, different from their native 
surroundings, yet they are compelled 
to live in a world under the domination 
of Satan. In our Lord’s priestly prayer 
(John 17:15-16), He recognized that 
His followers were not of the world, 
but refrained from requesting their re- 
lease. 


He prayed rather that they might 
have strength to resist the evil One. “I 
pray not that thou shouldest take them 
out of the world, but that thou shouldest 
keep them from the evil. They are not 
of the world.” 


The odds are against the believer in 
this life. Satan is the god of the present 
age. “This world is no friend of grace.” 
It is therefore necessary that the doc- 
trines of the Faith shall be so embedded 
in the soul of the Christian as to find 
ready expression. 


Titus emerges from the text of the 
present lesson as a man of many virtues. 
His exemplary conduct becomes a 
source of inspiration to all who would 
give practical application to professed 
Christian ideals. 


Paul’s epistle to Titus is believed to 
have been written from Corinth simul- 
taneously with the first letter to Tim- 
othy. They are similar in content. Early 
Church fathers (Clement, Irenaeus, 





Theophilus) accepted both documents 
as genuine. 


Titus was a Greek and therefore a 
Gentile. (Galatians 2:1-3) He was con- 
verted by Paul. (Titus 1:4) He accom- 
panied Paul as a delegate from the 
Church at Antioch, to Jerusalem, to 
help resolve the dispute regarding the 
circumcising of Gentile converts. (Acts 
15:2) 


This was a highly controversial ques- 
tion and marked a major turning point 
in Church history. The whole argument 
became personalized in Titus because 
of his nationality. When it was finally 


‘voted that he should not be circumcised, 


a permanent cleavage developed _be- 
tween the Church and Judaism. 


It is probable that Titus was Luke’s 
brother since neither are mentioned in 
the Acts, and the natural meaning of 
“the brother” in II Corinthians 8:18 
would appear to be a reference to a 
blood relative of the gifted Gospel 
writer. 


Titus was sent as Paul’s personal rep- 
resentative to Corinth for the purpose 
of ironing out certain difficult Church 
problems. He was also charged with the 
responsibility of taking up a collection 
among the Churches for suffering saints 
at Jerusalem. 

Dr. Charles Erdman says: “If the 
nature of tasks assigned is ever a com- 
pliment to the capacity of a worker, it 
is certainly such in the case of the mis- 
sions which Titus was asked to accom- 
plish.” 


Much is said about the good man in 
our lesson: “Comforted us by the com- 
ing of Titus.” “Enquire of Titus.” “Ti- 
tus, mine own son after the faith.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS TITUS 3:7. 


“That being justified by his grace, we 
should be made heirs according to the 
hope of eternal life.” 


The word “That” is more perfectly 
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translated, “In order that.” The fourth 
and fifth verses, just above, explain the 
grounds on which twice-born believers 
become heirs of eternal life. 


Grace is described as “the kindness 
of God, and his love toward man.” The 
passage (verse 2), indicates that we 
should therefore be inclined to show 
kindness and love to our fellow men... 
avoiding “malice and envy, hateful and 
hating one another.” 


The word “appeared” is used in the 
previous chapter to explain the coming 
of this grace, in the person of Christ, 
thereby making salvation possible. 
Grace appeared, in the person of the 
Son of God, on this earth. 


We are recipients of salvation, “not 
by works done in righteousness” — not 
by any merit of our own, “but according 
to his mercy.” The design of the Apostle 
here, is to fix the thought upon the un- 
merited favor of God to which salvation 
must be ultimately attributed. 


Dr. Erdman says: “It is the purpose 
of God not only to deliver us from the 
bondage of sin and to grant us spiritual 
renewal, but also to make us partakers 
of His eternal glory, so that now we 
are not only justified by His grace but 
are also heirs of God and certain to 
realize the hope of life eternal.” 


This kind of knowledge, woven into 
the fabric of Titus’ personality, explains 
the secret of his strength of character. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS: “CRETANS 
NEED CHRIST.” 


Paul and Titus visited the Mediter- 
ranean island of Crete together, where 
the latter remained in charge of a mis- 
sion station. Ancient Crete possessed a 
hundred cities. It was an important 
place in apostolic times and carrying 
the Gospel there was a strategic move. 
In reality the Epistle of Titus was writ- 
ten to Cretans for delivery to the various 
Churches through their Pastor. 


Cretans had a bad reputation. The 
classics abound with allusions to their 
untruthfulness. The natural bent of 
their conversation was toward false- 
hood. For this they were famous. Paul 
wrote Titus that, “The Cretians are al- 
ways liars, evil beasts, slow bellies.” 
(Titus 1:12) 

Crete was a country without wild 
beasts. Paul was therefore using sal 
casm to convey the idea that its human 
inhabitants supplied beastly traits © 
character. 
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In contrast to the lying and deceptive 
nature of those with whom Titus came 
in constant contact, Paul wrote that 
“God cannot lie.” The hope of eternal 
life, mentioned here, sprang from an 
eternal purpose in which no error or 
falsehood existed. 


In Titus, chapter 2, Paul outlines 
what should be the behavior of trans- 
formed Cretans — and for that matter, 
all transformed sinners. The Cretans 
are not all dead. They typify various 
kinds of people all about us. The great- 
est of all miracles is that by the power 
of the Gospel, bad human beings (Cre- 
tans) can be changed into good, holy, 
saintly followers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ.

THE BASIS OF 
TRUE BROTHERHOOD 


Book of Philemon 











EMORY TEXT: “There is neither 

Jew nor Greek, there is neither 
bond nor free, there is neither male nor 
female: for ye are all one in Christ 
Jesus.” Galatians 3:28. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BROTHER.” 


There are three principal characters 
in the lesson for today: Philemon, a 
rich man of Colosse, the owner of a run- 
away slave; Onesimus, the slave who 
was found in Rome; and the Apostle 
Paul, the writer of the Epistle, himself 
a prisoner in Rome. It is generally be- 
lieved that Philemon was a convert of 
Paul at Ephesus. 


This wonderful little book, compris- 
ing only one chapter, has been called 
“the polite Epistle.” It is couched in 
language courteous, gracious and sin- 
cere. Christians of our day will do well 
to cultivate, among _ themselves, the 
spirit which these 25 verses radiate. 


Paul penned the document during his 
first imprisonment at Rome. It contains 
priceless teaching on (1) practical 
righteousness, (2) true Christian broth- 
erhood, (3) mutual respect and (4) the 
acceptance of love as a guiding prin- 
ciple among believers. 


This Epistle is closely associated with 
Colossians. Both were carried by the 
same bearer. The persons sending salu- 
tations are the same. Paul and Timothy 
are mentioned at the beginning of both. 
snk described as a prisoner in both 

ooks, 


Hence it follows that Philemon was 
written at the same time and place as 
Colossians, namely, Rome, in about the 








year A.D. 64. Philemon had a house 
large enough to accommodate the Col- 
ossian congregation for worship pur- 
poses. (verse 2) 


It is not easy for us, in the twentieth 
century, to grasp the horror of human 
slavery as practiced in ancient Rome. 
Gibbons estimated, in his “Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire,” that half 
the population were slaves. Human life 
was cheap. Gibbons says a slave could 
be bought for three shillings. Owners 
were incredibly brutal, while slaves, 
hopeless in their plight, became morally 
corrupt and in turn corrupted the youth 
of the Empire. 


One writer tells how Emperor Augus- 
tus had a slave crucified to a ship’s mast 
for killing a quail. Roman law rele- 
gated millions of these pitiful people 
to a sub-human status by decreeing that 
“The slave has no rights.” Many bore 
brands in the face as cattle are branded 
today. 


This explains the level on which One- 
simus lived. But we cannot believe that 
Philemon was abusive to him. In some 
way he had wronged his owner and fled 
to Rome. There he met Paul and was 
won to Christ. The seed of the Gospel 
had no doubt been planted in his heart 
back in Philemon’s household. 


Paul’s letter, in Onesimus’ behalf, 
refers to him tenderly as “a brother 
beloved.” It also contains two referen- 
ces to Philemon as “brother.” Christ 
makes men brethren in spirit and prin- 
ciple, regardless of their material vo- 
cations. 


We are not informed what was the 
result of this Epistle, so feelingly and 
delicately written by Paul’s own hand 

. but the outcome can hardly be 
doubted. As Chrysostom expresses it, 
Philemon must have been no Christian, 
nor even man, but a stone or a beast, if 
he did not grant Paul’s requests. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PHILEMON 
10. 


“I beseech thee for my son Onesi- 
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mus, whom I have begotten in my 
bonds.” 


Here is an amazing statement. Paul 
actually calls an escaped slave, a whol- 
ly undesirable persen judged by the 
standards and customs of the times. 
“my son, whom I have begotten in my 
bonds.” 


The word Onesimus means “profit 
able.” “Which in time past was to thee 
unprofitable, but now profitable to thee 
and to me.” (verse 11) Paul was a 
literary genius and we have here an 
interesting play upon words resulting 
from the definition of the slave’s name. 


Alexander Maclaren discusses the 
change in Onesimus’ life as follows: 
“Christianity knows nothing of hope- 
less cases. It professes its ability to take 
the most crooked stick and bring it 
straight, to flash a new power into the 
blackest carbon, which will turn it into 
a diamond. 


“Every duty will be done better by a 
man, if he has the love and grace of 
Jesus Christ in his heart. New motives 
are brought into play. New powers are 
given, new standards of duty are set up. 
Christ can make any man over again. 
and does so recreate every heart that 
trusts in him.” 


Christ makes all things new. Onesi- 
mus has experienced a complete change. 
He is a different man, a new man .. 
and since Christ has received him, you 
too, Philemon — you should also re- 
ceive him! 


(3) THE KEY FACT: UNION WITH 
CHRIST MAKES TRUE BROTHER- 
HOOD POSSIBLE. 


In his earnest plea that Philemon re- 
ceive the returning slave, Paul deliber- 
ately places himself on the same level 
with Onesimus. “If thou count me there- 
fore a partner, receive him as myself.” 
The tenderest, fraternal relationship 
imaginable came to exist between Apos. 
tle and slave because both were in 
Christ. This is the true basis of Chris- 
tian Brotherhood. 
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. receive him ... Not now as a 
servant, but above a servant, a brother 
beloved.” What enormous changes take 
place in human relationships when 
Christ assumes control! 


This ideal commends itself to our 
thinking, but alas! the good word 
Brotherhood is being misused and 
abused. Certain organizations, prosti- 
tuting it for propaganda purposes, 
dump a variety of non-Christian groups 
together and advocate observance once 
a year, of what they call “Brotherhood 
Week.” 

Many religious leaders, understand- 
ing the deception being perpetrated, are 
now becoming afraid to use the term. 
The Brotherhood of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews, is not 
the Brotherhood of the New Testament. 


Paul even goes so far as to assume 
obligations which Onesimus incurred. 
“If he hath wronged thee, or oweth thee 
ought, put that on mine account.” 


LESSON NUMBER THREE

A BETTER FUTURE WORLD 


Gen. 1; Isa. 42:5-9: Mark 1:14-15; 
Luke 4:16-21: John 3:16-18; 
Rev. 21:1-5 











EMORY TEXT: “Behold, the taber- 

nacle of God is with men, and he 
will dwell with them, and they shall be 
his people, and God himself shall be 
with them.” Revelation 21:3. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “KINGDOM.” 


The term “better world” is being 
used these days, by exponents of the 
“social gospel” and others who, relying 
upon humanly-invented panaceas, are 
trying to bring about a world change. 
Liberals will interpret today’s lesson 
in a way to support their position. 


Students of Bible prophecy know 
that a better world will be produced. 
not through an evolutionary process, 
but by an act of supernatural interven- 
tion ... namely, the return of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. This premise should be 
kept in mind as the lessons for the Last 





Quarter of 1953 open before us. 


When the Scripture texts, comprising 
the present lesson, are placed end to 
end, they produce a line of thought that 
falls into five natural divisions: 

(1) The world originally “very | 
good,” with man living in an unfallen | 
state, later distorted and disfigured by 
sin. (Genesis 1) 

(2) The promise of an eventual re- | 
storation whereby paradise lost would 
be regained. (Isaiah 42:5-9) 





(3) The inauguration of the King- 
dom of God on earth for the purpose of 
calling out individuals, whose regenera- 
tion typifies the future cleansing of the 
earth and all that is therein. (Mark 
1:14-15; Luke 4:16-21) 

(4) The love of God demonstrated 
for man regardless of his prevailing 


disobedience. (John 3:16-18) 


(5) The assurance of a_ heavenly 
home for all the redeemed. (Revelation 
21:1-5) 

Commenting on the first verse of 
Genesis, Dr. J. G. Murphy says: “It 
assumes the existence of God; for it is 
He who in the beginning creates. It 
assumes His eternity; for He is before 
all things: and as nothing comes from 
nothing, He Himself must have always 
been. 

“It implies His omnipotence; for He 
creates the universe of things. It implies 
His absolute freedom; for He begins a 
new course of action. It implies His in- 
finite wisdom; for an order of matter 
and mind can only come from a being 
of absolute intelligence. 


“It implies His essential goodness; 
for the Sole, Eternal, Almighty, All- 
wise and All-sufficient Being has no 
reason, no motive, and no capacity for 
evil.” 

Man, a unique creation, unlike the 
lower animal kingdoms, endowed with 
elements of free moral agency, trans- 
gressed moral laws and threw creation 
out of balance. In due time, God 
stooped low and became incarnate in a 
human body. 


His kingdom was inaugurated on 
earth as part of a redemptive process 
destined to eventually take in all nature 
and human nature. “Jesus came into 
Galilee ... saying, the kingdom of God 
is at hand: repent ye, and believe the 
gospel.” (Mark 1:14-15) 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 4:20. 


“And he closed the book, and he gave 
it again to the minister, and sat down. 
And the eyes of all them that were in 
the synagogue were fastened on him.” 


Jesus entered the synagogue at Naz- 
areth on a Sabbath day. The time came 
for the reading of a lesson from the 
Prophets. He rose, indicating a desire 
to read, and the roll containing Isaiah 
was placed in His hands. 


He permitted it to unwind from the 
cylinder. One after another, great pas- 
sages describing His person and work, 
passed beneath His eye. The last group 
of Isaiah’s writings was disappearing

when He placed His finger on the 
words: 

“The Spirit of the Lord God is upon 
me ... To proclaim the acceptable year 
of the Lord” — 


And thereupon, Christ did an amaz- 
ing thing! He stopped reading in the 
middle of a sentence. He broke Isaiah 
6:2 in the middle. He did not finish 
reading the verse. 


The unread balance stated, “and the 
day of vengeance of our God; to com. 
fort all that mourn.” 

Why this strange act on His part? 


The first part of the verse related to 
His first coming and was, at that hour, 
finding fulfillment. “This day,” said 
He, “is this scripture fulfilled in your 
ears.” The second part of the verse re 
lated to His second coming and was yet 
future. 


This passage is important because it 
brings into focus the two climactic 
stages, in the development of a better 
world — the two advents of the Son of 


God. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD WILL 
MAKE ALL THINGS NEW. 


An ultimate cleansing of this world 
is assured. Prophecy has so decreed. 
Restoration of nature to its original 
perfection ... and the restoration of 
human life to peace, plenty and right- 
eousness will be fully realized. 


The word “new” is used to convey 
this fact. “Behold the former things 
are come to pass, and new things do | 
declare.” (Isaiah 42:9) “And he that 
sat upon the throne said, Behold, I make 
all things new.” (Revelation 21:5) 


In Matthew 19:28, Jesus speaks of a 
complete regeneration, at the time of 
His return, which Thayer defines as 
“that signal and glorious change of all 
things in heaven and earth for the bet- 
ter, that restoration of the primal and 
perfect condition of things which ex- 
isted before the fall of our first par- 
ents.” 

In Hebrews 9:10, there is a reference 
to what is termed the reformation, 
meaning the restoring to original per- 
fection that which became disorganized 
and discordant through sin. 


In Acts 3:19 a word from the origi- 
nal text is translated refreshing, which 
anticipates a period of blessedness 
when the earth will be restored to its 
original beauty. 


A better world is in the making, but 
those who think to produce it by human 
effort independent of God, through the 
United Nations or otherwise, are en- 
gaving in a futile and shallow form of 
optimism. The restoration for which the 
world pants, awaits the second coming 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
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LESSON NUMBER FOUR 





October 11, 1953 
MAKING NEW MEN 


Jer. 31:31-34; Matt. 5:1-10; 
Mark 7:20-23: John 3:3-5; 
I Peter 1:13-23 











EMORY TEXT: “I will put my spir- 

it within you, and cause you to 
walk in my statutes, and ye shall — 
my judgments, and do them.” Ezekie 
36:27. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “NEWS.” 


Today’s lesson is concerned primari- 
ly with man’s inner state, the condition 
of his heart. When Jesus preached the 
Sermon on the Mount, He not only gave 
the Church its Constitution ... but He 
also spoke a new religious language. 


At the time, religion consisted of ex- 
ternal observances and mere ceremon- 
ialism. It was something plastered, coat- 
ed, over the outside of the man. He 
faced the task of taking religion from 
the outside and placing it on the inside. 


The famous Sermon contained this 
clause: “Ye have heard it said, Thou 
shalt not kill ... But I say unto you, 
That whosoever is angry with his broth- 
er shall be in danger of the judgment.” 


In other words, the inner tendency of 
a man’s nature toward evil does not have 
to manifest itself in a physical act to 
become sin. A man need not commit 
murder to be a murderer. To harbor 
murder in his heart is sufficient. He 
need not lie to be a liar. To harbor a lie 
in his heart is sufficient. He need not 
commit adultery to be an adulterer. To 
harbor lust in his heart is sufficient. 
Mark 7:21-23. 

The inner nature must be cleansed, 
made over, fashioned according to a 
new moral pattern. This involves a su- 
pernatural operation in the soul. 


Jeremiah’s people were granted a new 
covenant, based upon individual (rather 
than collective) contact with God. Ezek- 
iel 36:27. This was a spiritual transac- 
tion, foreshadowing the relation of the 
Holy Spirit to the believer in the age 
of Grace. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JOHN 3:3. 


“Jesus answered and said unto him, 
verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God.” 


The necessity of the new birth grows 
out of the incapacity of the natural man 
to enter into the kingdom of God: How- 
ever gifted, moral or refined, the natur- 
al man remains blind to spiritual truth 
and impotent to enter the kingdom; for 


he can neither obey, understand or | 





please God. (John 3:3-6; Psalms 51:5; 
Mark 7:21-23; I Corinthians 2:14; Ro- 
mans 8:7-8; Ephesians 2:3.) 

The new birth is not a reformation of 
the old nature, but a creative act of the 
Holy Spirit. (John 3:5; II Corinthians 
5:17; Ephesians 2:10; Ephesians 4:24.) 


Through the new birth the believer 
becomes a partaker of the life of Christ 
Himself. (Galatians 2:20; Colossians 
1:27; I Peter 1:23-25; II Peter 1:4; 
I John 5:10-12.) 

The same life that was quickened in 
the womb of the virgin, is deposited in 
the womb of the human heart through 
supernatural regeneration. Hence the 
words of our lesson text for today: 
“Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the word 
of God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever.” (I Peter 1:23) 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE TWICE- 
BORN MAN IS A HAPPY MAN. 


The word “beatitude” does not ap- 

pear in the Bible, but it is a custom to 
speak of Matthew 5:1-10 as containing 
the Beatitudes of Christ. The term is de- 
rived from the Latin word beatus, which 
accurately translated would read “hap- 
py.” 
Happy are the poor in spirit. Happy 
are the meek. Happy are the merciful. 
Happy are the pure in heart. Happy are 
the peacemakers... 


Happiness is God’s will, the divine 
intention for human life. We are told 
in the Apocalypse that in the heavenly 
state, God shall “wipe away all tears.” 
Sorrow and sighing are to be forgotten 
experiences of the past. Happiness be- 
comes the permanent condition. 


The word “happy” is a word full of 
sunshine, thrilling with music, brim- 
ming over with just what men are seek- 
ing after in a thousand false ways. 


Happiness, contentment, soul rest and 
the peace which passeth understanding 
are not to be acquired through posses- 
sion of things. The material world can- 
not give what it does not possess. The 
desired state can be realized only when 
the supernatural cleansing of the inner 
life becomes complete. 


“Of what terrible things is the human 
heart the source! From self flow im- 
purity, dishonesty, wickedness, knavery, 
deceit, lust, haughtiness, blasphemy, 
senselessness, and everything that is 
evil. These things are not put into us, 
but come out of us. The gift of Jesus’ 
teaching on this subject is that the 
source of defilement is not outside of us. 
How could it be! What comes out of our 
hearts is of more consequence than what 
goes into our mouths. Then, let us pray, 
‘Create in me a clean heart, O God, and 
renew a right spirit within me.’”
